DR.   ALFRED   STEARNS   SPEAKS 
TO  GRADUATES  ON  JUNE  10th 


The  Senior  Class  of  1938  received  diplomas 
at  the  Academy's  175th  Commencement  on 
June  10.  President  James  Duncan  Phillips  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  awarded  the  diplomas 
to  sixty-one  graduates. 

The  address  to  the  graduating  class  was 
given  by  Dr.  Alfred  E.  Stearns,  Headmaster 
Emeritus  of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover. 

Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames  made  the 
prize  awards,  the  two  most  coveted  honors  go- 
ing to  Theodore  W.  Lacey,  who  received  the 
Morse  Flag,  and  Russell  A.  Simons,  who  won 
the  Master's  Prize. 

The  Thorndike  Hilton  Cup,  awarded  to  the 
Senior  with  the  highest  scholastic  standing  in 
the  class,  was  won  by  Thomas  Johnson.  John- 
son's brother  William  likewise  won  this  cup 
when  he  graduated  in  the  class  of  1932.

CACHET  FOR  175th  ANNIVERSARY 


In  honor  of  the  Academy's  175th  Anniver- 
sary, the  original  Little  Red  Schoolhouse  has 
been  reconstructed  by  the  generous  gift  of  the 
Reverend  Glenn  Tilley  Morse  of  West  New- 
bury. The  building  which  is  now  restored  to 
its  original  pattern  of  an  Eighteenth  Century 
school  building,  was  opened  on  June  9.  Mr. 
Morse,  who  is  a  Trustee  of  the  Academy  and 
the  donor  of  the  Morse  Flag  award,  took  part 
in  the  ceremony. 

The  reconstruction  work  was  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  William  Perry 
of  the  firm  of  Perry,  Shaw,  and  Hepburn  of 
Boston,  who  is  the  architect  of  the  Williams- 
burg, Virginia,  restoration  project. 

"Milestone"  Appears  at  Senior  Sing 
Following  the  ceremony  at  the  Schoolhouse, 
the  annual  Senior  Sing  was  held,  and  the  1938 
edition  of  The  Milestone  made  its  appearance. 
Theodore  Lacey,  Co-editor  of  the  Milestone 
staff,  presented  the  first  copy  to  Mr.  Morse  to 
whom  the  book  is  this  year  dedicated.  A  fea- 
ture of  the  book  is  an  article  in  which  Mr. 
Morse  describes  the  manner  in  which  appro- 
priate furniture  for  the  Schoolhouse  was  ob- 
tained. The  old  style  forms,  and  other  pieces 
of  Eighteenth  Century  furniture  were  obtained 
in  England  for  Mr.  Morse. 


The  School  Stamp  Club  sponsored  a  cachet, 
which  was  mailed  on  June  9,  showing  the 
Little  Red  Schoolhouse  which  was  dedicated 
on  that  date. 

The  cachet  featured  the  175th  anniversary 
of  the  school  and  included  a  drawing  of  the 
Schoolhouse.

SCHOOL  ACQUIRES  FARM  PROPERTY; 
NEW  DORMITORY  HOUSES  SIX  BOYS 


During  the  summer,  negotiations  were  com- 
pleted with  the  trustees  of  the  Noyes  Farm 
for  the  purchase  by  the  school  of  a  group  of 
farm  buildings  and  about  36  acres  of  land 
located  on  the  old  Thurlow  Bridge  Road  about 
300  yards  northwest  of  the  Mansion  House.

M eadowlands  For  Athletic  Fields 
The  meadowland  surrounding  the  buildings 
can  be  eventually  developed  to  supply  addi- 
tional athletic  field  space,  and  at  the  present 
time  plans  have  been  completed  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  football  field.  A  contract  for 
this  work  is  to  be  let  soon.  This  field  will 
probably  be  used  for  soccer  in  the  fall  and 
lacrosse  in  the  spring.  Engineers  have  already 
completed  the  work  of  surveying,  and  of  plan- 
ning the  drainage  and  grading. 

Field  Named  After  George  Whipple,  '74 
In  honor  of  Mr.  George  N.  Whipple  of 
Manchester  anl  Boston,  a  graduate  of  the 
Academy  in  the  class  of  1874  and  one  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Noyes  Farm,  the  athletic  de- 
velopment has  been  named  Whipple  Field. 

The  Noyes  farmland  has  a  history  which 
extends  back  to  early  Colonial  days  when  the 
land  was  first  bought  from  the  Indians.  Parts 
of  the  land  which  will  be  used  for  athletic 
fields  bear  such  old  names  as  Hale  Field,  Flat 
Pasture,  and  the  Dere  Land.

SCIENCE   STUDENTS   DEMONSTRATE  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  RADIO  TELEPHONY 


FIFTH  ANNUAL  SCIENCE  SHOW 

TRACES  DEVELOPMENT  OF  RADIO 


On  Saturday  evening,  March  3,  a  group  of 
boys  from  the  science  classes  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Kirk  of  the  faculty  presented  Gov- 
ernor Dummer's  fifth  annual  Science  Show  in 
the  Lang  Gymnasium,  a  demonstration  of  the 
history  of  the  radio  entitled  From  Hertz's 
Leyden  Jar  to  De  Forest's  Vacuum  Tube. 

More  ambitious  than  in  the  past,  the  Show 
was  made  up  of  two  series  of  radio  demon- 
strating apparatus,  transmitters  and  receivers. 
The  transmitters  were  arranged  on  one  side 
of  the  stage  and  the  receivers  on  the  other. 
Messages  were  sent  out  by  the  transmitters, 
each  of  which  represented  a  step  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  art  of  radio,  and  these  were 
picked  up  and  amplified  by  a  loud-speaker 
which  was  used  in  place  of  earphones  so  that 
the  audience  could  hear  the  messages. 

Mr.  Kirk  directed  the  explanation  of  the 
demonstrations,  outlining  radio's  historical  de- 
velopment from  material  compiled  by  Thomas 
Johnson. 

Slides  made  from  photographs  of  the  actual 
apparatus  used  on  the  stage  were  shown,  along 
with  a  group  of  slides  loaned  by  Mr.  R.  A. 
Heising,  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Laboratory 
in  New  York,  who  has  himself  made  several 
of  the  more  recent  contributions  in  the  field 
of  radio  invention. 

As  each  demonstration  was  shown,  the  boys 
who  had  worked  out  the  apparatus  explained 
the  technical  details  involved  in  the  sending 
and  receiving  of  messages. 


SCHOOL  SCIENCE  SHOW  GIVEN 

AT  HARVARD  FOR  SCIENCE  MEN 


On  Saturday,  March  12,  the  Science  Show 
which  was  given  a  week  before  at  school,  was 
presented  in  the  Biology  Lecture  Hall  at  Har- 
vard University.
